Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Krug. 

With regard to claim 1 , Krug shows a test driver 4 including a drive channel 9 and 
an input/output channel 1 1, a test board 1 including a package which is that portion of 
test board 1 that has the chips 2 thereon where the drive channel connects with drive 
pins where the lines 9 make contact with the chips 2 in parallel where the input/output 
channel 1 1 connects to input/output pins associated with each of the plurality of chips 2 
in parallel. Note that all of the chips are connected in parallel to the test apparatus and 
that each chip is tested one at a time. With regard to claim 2, column 3 indicates that 
switching stages 10 and internal circuitry of central unit 4 control the impedance of the 
chip terminals. With regard to claims 3 and 4, column 3, line 25 to column 4, line 21 
indicates that the test apparatus is switched to chips, one at a time, in accord with 
addresses. The word "address" is not used by Krug, but the central unit controls the 
test location which translates as "address". Claim 5 is the obvious method of operation 
of claim 2 and Krug is applied thereto as applied to claim 2. With regard to claim 6, the 
comments relative to claim 4 apply. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Stopper, Kwon et awl, Rostoker, Dasse et al and DeHaven et al 
are all cited to show additional prior art similar to that of Krug.
